bring to a close the greatest indus­ 
trial tieup 
in the history of 
the 
instruct- country. 
More than 400,000 bitum ­ 
inous coal m iners will be affected by 
the -trike which has been in progress 
since November I. * 
Lewis plainly showed the stra in 
under which be has bi*en laboring fo r 
the hrst ten days. 
His face was 
lined and tired, his voice husky. 
“There is no question about ‘the 
strik e of coal miners being ended,” 
one of the highest officials of the 
United Mine W orkers told the United 
P re--. 
“ We exi»ect the men to obey 
the w ithdraw al order. 
All the pow er 
and influence o f t h e union will he 
brought immediately to get the men 
to get to work. 
We expect a rg u ­ 
m e n t s in som e q u arters fo r a few 
d ays, but we are confident union 
m embers will look at tills in th e 
sam e light we do.”

London, Nov. l l — From England** 
fir->t year of peace, with it - unrest, its 
nervous ha-tc back to peace condi­ 
tions, it" feat of fit I iller three and a 
half million soldiers back into indus­ 
try, rises one large fact: 
England ha" become a new Eng­ 
land. 
Four and a half years of fighting, 
of war prtssure at home, have effect­ 
ed a change in the people and coun­ 
try that is fundamental— a change 
that now stands revealed, that the 
confusion of war has lifted. 
Culminating in a great industrial 
war to b l o c k what labor regarded as 
;i first move to restore the old pre­ 
war wage level and standard of life, 
the fir-t twelve months of pence have 
demonstrated 
time and again 
how 
deep this transformation B, how the 
nation’s outlook on life has altered. 
In Flanders and France, English­ 
men of all rank- and classes unwit­ 
tingly Liot themselves made over— in 
their ways of thinking, their personal 
discipline, and their capacity for do­ 
ing things. 
The past year has shown their de­ 
termination to cam* these new stan ­ 
dards into their peace-time lives. 
At home, conditions and customs, 
industrial instrument- and methods 
had been moving, too. 
Towards the 
end of the war. some two million 
Americans, in England for varying 
periods, helped move things a little 
further. 
Not until 
all was 
over 
and th* 
prospect arose of taking up the old 
j>eace-time pursuits again, did Eng 
land realize how' much it had chang­ 
ed, 
A large part of the population 
decided then they did not want to go 
back to the old. 
Of the million women war workers 
thrown out ut 
employment bv 
the 
toppage of munition plants after the 
Armistice, all but about 70,000 have 
now' found jobs in peace industries 
(or in homes). 
Some found work 
through actual expansion of plants 
to a new level of production, others 
through renewal of industries almost 
suspended during the war. 
Still oth­ 
e r s 
this morning are in vocations 
which hardly existed here before the 
war 
such as aircraft 
production, 
m anufacture of toys (where 20,000 
women arc busy today, preparing for 
Christmas)

Germany Views Peace as Mockery. 
Berlin, Nov. l l — O n e year ot peace. 
A bitter mockery, says Germany 
today on the anniversary of the great 
w ar’s end. 
It has been a year of aught but 
peace for her. 
And, s h e looks out into the uncer­ 
tain vista of the future with misgiv­ 
ing. 
She fears that it is the old cry 
of peace! peace! when there is no 
peace. 
She shrinks before the reali­ 
ties. 
For they spoil for her, per­ 
haps a further plunge into the chasm 
of moral, physical, economic disin­ 


tegration which has marked the te u ­ 
ton course. 
Conclusion of one year oi peace 
found the nation today uncomfort­ 
ably close to national 
bankruptcy. 
It found her with a laboring class, 
unchained from the grind ot the pa-t, 
now unwilling to work—and in many 
eases unable for want of the raw m a­ 
terials.
